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Camberwell author Lydia Syson has a way with 
words, and has turned her attentions to adult fiction 
with her new novel out this month

S itting down for a chat with 
Camberwell local Lydia 
Syson certainly makes for 
an interesting experience, 
namely because she is so full of 
story after story that you could talk 
to her for hours on end and still 
want to know more even then. 

She’s got a certain way of telling 
stories too that draws you in, 
envelopes you and makes you want 
to stay within them to soak up all of 
the detail. So it’s perhaps not 
surprising then that Syson is a 
successful and compelling author. 

I’m really interested 
in finding hidden 
stories and corners 
of history 

After an early career as a BBC 
World Service Radio producer, 
Syson turned from the spoken to 
the written word, and developed an 
enduring obsession with history. 

Her PhD about poets, explorers and 
Timbuktu was followed by a 


biography of Britain’s 
first fertility guru, and 
then three critically 
acclaimed young adult 
novels for Hot Key 
Books set in the Spanish 
Civil War and the Paris 
Commune of 1871. All 
three have been inspired, 
very loosely, by her own 
family history. 

But for her debut 
adult fiction debut, Mr 
Peacocks Possessions that comes 
out in late May, Syson has 
borrowed from the family history of 
her New Zealand-born partner. The 
novel is loosely based on the 
incredible true story of Tom Bell 
who settled on an uninhabited 
pacific island with his family in 
1878, 600 miles north of New 
Zealand, in the Kermedecs, who 
Syson is related to by marriage. 

Her journey into professional 
writing was quite slow, however, 
considering that when she was a 
child she tells me that it is all that 
she ever wanted to do. 

T grew up in a very bookish

family and in all my 
summer holidays I 
would go back and 
forth to the library 
every day,’ smiles 
Syson. ‘I wrote 
privately as a 
teenager and I used 
to keep unfinished 
writing under a 
floorboard in my 
bedroom. But I made 
the terrible mistake 
of stopping writing when I went to 
university and did an English 
degree. It took me a really long 
time to get back to writing fiction.’ 

But words were always central 
to her and, after going freelance 
when she had children, Syson took 
on a PhD. Not one to do things by 
half, Syson had twins on the day 
that her PhD was awarded to her 
before going on to get an agent and 
wrote her first biographical book. 

Syson is clearly fascinated by 
stories, the art of storytelling, 
writing stories but also telling other 
people’s stories. ‘What I’m really 
interested in is finding hidden ► 
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stories and comers of history and 
then making them more accessible 
to a wider audience. There were 
such big chunks of history for me 
to discover and through my eldest 
daughter and reading to her 
growing up, I discovered young 
adult fiction,’ says Syson. ‘I knew I 
could do the research but I felt I 
needed to crack narrative and there 
is no tougher audience than 
teenagers. Anytime I write a book, 
it’s because I’ve found something 
I’m interested in - often historical.’ 

So what can we expect from the 
new book? I’m told that it is based 
on the aforementioned Tom Bell, 
who 140 years ago settled in an 
uninhabited pacific island in the 
Kermadecs called Sunday Island 
with his family in 1878 and lived 
there for 30 years, where he 
brought up ten children with his 
wife, until they were evacuated 


during the First World War. 

‘Well I’ve completely stolen 
from my partner’s family! The idea 
grabbed me the minute I heard it 
when my aunt-in-law visited a 
couple of years ago from New 
Zealand and told me about one of 
his great uncles who was bom on a 
very remote island in the Pacific, a 
wild volcanic island,’ smiles Syson. 
‘The details of how they survived 
were unbelievable and I found it 
utterly gripping.’ Syson used the 
characters to inspire the novel, but 
created a fictional story out of it 
and tells me that doubt and faith 
become really important themes. 

Syson found herself invited on 
an environmental expedition that 
allowed her to set eyes on the 
island, although they didn’t have a 
landing permit to step foot on it. 
But, she tells me, she did manage to 
get a copy of the proof onto the

island with the help of a 
volcanologist - it really is quite the 
story of adventure this book. 

As Syson talks me through how 
long the process of writing the book 
was and how she was doing it full 
time for a year, we find ourselves 
talking about the opportunities for 
other writers in the area. And it’s 
lovely to hear that Syson feels that 
Camberwell, Dulwich and south 
east London as a whole really 
supports writers and budding 
authors. ‘I’m involved in a 
children’s writing and illustration 
group called Quizzle and we put on 
festivals like Shout South where 
authors and illustrators come 
along,’ says Syson. 

‘The children’s writers in 
London are very supportive. The 
things that I love about writing in 
south London is being able to mn a 
lot in places like Peckham Rye and 
I can do a lot of thinking. I also 
have an allotment here and that 
often feeds into my work. I really 
like where I live, there are all sorts 
of people doing all sorts of creative 
things and we have a lot of 
independent bookshops.’ 

So what’s next for Syson? 
Although she can’t tell me anything 
specific about future works, it does 
seem that there are some in fruition. 
So all of those fans out there, watch 
this space. D

How do you mark the 25th anniversary of Meltdown at 
Southbank Centre? Why, just give Robert Smith a call

A s a cultural hub, nowhere beats London 
when it comes to music. We may not 
always have the weather to ensure sun 
drenched outdoor extravaganzas, but the 
capital leads the way for unique events that attract the 
cream of the music crop - none more so than 
Southbank Centre’s Meltdown festival, which turns 
25 when it opens on 14 June. 

‘Meltdown is very important not only to Southbank 
Centre, but also to London’s annual music calendar,’ 
nods Southbank Centre’s Senior Contemporary Music 
Programmer, Bengi Unsal. ‘Meltdown is widely 
respected and awaited by fans who look forward to 
getting into the curator’s world, their list of influences 
and getting a glimpse of them on site. We prepare for 
it for over six months with a large team of colleagues 
contributing. The festival is aimed at all music lovers 
since it brings together the best quality bands across a 
huge range of genres. Every year is different as it 
focuses on a different genre according to what the 
curator wants to present. Last year our curator was the 
incredible M.I.A - she brought more of an urban, hip- 
hop, grime feel to the festival. We’ve had curators 
from David Bowie to Lee Scratch Perry, so I think we 
do cater for all. This year, of course, it has more of an 
alternative and rock edge.’ 

When you are looking to mark a special 
anniversary, you can do a lot worse than bringing in 
the legendary Robert Smith to oversee matters - and I 
am sure there are many who’d love to see what goes 
on inside the head of The Cure frontman. ‘I was over 
the moon,’ beams Unsal about joining forces with 
Smith. ‘I can’t think of many artists who would be 
appropriate for this special anniversary. Every curator 
is different. Some are more hands on than others, and 
Robert knew from day one what he wanted his festival 
to look like and who he wanted to invite to take part. 


He wrote personal invitation letters to each band. He 
is a very hard worker and made my job very easy! ’ 

Between 15-24 June there will be over 50 artists on 
show, from the more well known names like The 
Libertines and Suzanne Vega, to more obscure, 
underground names. As an old school dance man 
myself, there’s something rather thrilling to see 
stalwarts Eat Static involved in such a festival. T am 
trying to figure out how to see all 57 of them,’ Unsal 
says on her picks. ‘I am most excited by the support 
bands and the gigs in the Purcell Room, which has 
just been newly refurbished and reopened in April. 
Also I am excited for the three Concrete Lates we will 
be programming - the electronic music offering of 
Meltdown. These are our “proper” late night events, 
from 10pm-2am, in the Queen Elizabeth Hall Foyer, 
which has been reopened too as a 1,000 capacity club 
night venue, something we never had before. This is 
also where we will present the UK premiere of 
Liminal, an immersive soundbath were we’ll black out 
the space, invite the audience to lie down and be 
surrounded by the music by Sigur Ros’ Jonsi, Alex 
Somers and Paul Corley. It’s going to be something 
really special.’ 

Everything will come to a close on Sunday 24 June 
with a special show by Robert Smith himself. ‘I don’t 
have the details yet,’ Unsal insists. ‘It is a work in 
progress, but he will be joined on stage by four 
“curious friends” as he puts it, so you can follow your 
imagination.’ But there is plenty to enjoy before then 
and final word has to go to Smith himself: ‘I have 
finally figured out my Meltdown festival psychedelic 
puzzle and it really is just like heaven. Ten delirious 
June days at the Southbank Centre await!’ D

J une seems to have 

conjured up a festival for 
just about everyone this 
year in south east London. 
Whether you want to enjoy some 
world class music with a drink in 
hand, bask in some of our literary 
heritage or you’re just looking for 
some family-friendly events to 
occupy the kids in the sun, there 
are so many options. 

One of the most exciting 
announcements of the festival 
season is that south east London is 
to become a hub for music 
megastars with Brockwell Park 
taking over as the new home for 
Field Day and Mighty Hoopla this 
year. Field Day, celebrating its 




12th year in the new location, will 
feature artists like Charlotte 
Gainsbourg and Lambeth-born 
Loyle Camer for the event from 
1-2 June. Then on 3 June, Mighty 
Hoopla will roll into the park with 
a line-up of artists like B*witched, 
Gok Wan and Lily Allen to relive 
some noughties nostalgia. 

At the same time, Brockley will 
be the home to a community arts 
festival across Ladywell, Crofton 
Park and Honor Oak from 1-9 
June. Brockley Max begins with a 
night of free music at Brockley 
Station and ends with the Art In 
The Park family day, based in 
Hilly Fields. While Penge Festival 
will take over the south London 
district for three weeks of fetes, 
walks and music from 2 June. 

Crystal Palace Festival, 
formerly of Overground Festival 
fame, has been one of the most 
highly anticipated June festivals 
since it began in 2006. However, a 
move from Westow Park to Crystal 
Palace Park last year meant that 
the number of visitors jumped 
from 7,000 to 28,500. And this 
year they’re expecting up to 35,000 
for the main concert on Saturday 
16 June. 

‘Crystal Palace Park has a very 
long history of fantastic music and 
gigs and lots of people have played 
here,’ Festival Director Noreen 
Meehan tells me. ‘But it’s been 


quite moribund for quite some 
time, so we’re very excited to be 
bringing big events and the music 
back to Crystal Palace Park.’ 

Alongside the massive concert, 
the week of 11-17 June will be full 
of community-run events, 
including the Attic Arts Club at the 
Upper Norwood library and an 
open air cinema at Cooper’s Yard. 
Traditionally a hub for artists, 

Crystal Palace can also dip into 
the artistic talent of the five 
boroughs it intersects with thanks 
to a number of free events. 

Greenwich Book Festival 
welcomes its fourth year from 
15-16 June with a programme 
featuring Imogen Hemes Gowar, 
whose novel The Mermaid and 
Mrs Hancock is set in 18th century 
Blackheath and Dulwich, alongside 
local authors like Blackheath’s 
Blake Morrison and Heme Hill’s 
Louise Candlish. 

The festival is placing a great 
emphasis on events for children 
with talks from authors in 
Woolwich Library, alongside 
shouldering the cost of Schools 
Day, where primary school 
children from across Greenwich 
attend the festival at no cost to 
meet authors, illustrators and 
storytellers. 

‘I’m a parent myself and I’m 
very aware of how much joy my 
children get out of reading and ► 
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Mighty Hoopla will be in Brockwell Park, Brixton, this June

imaginative play and how much it 
relaxes them at the end of the day,’ 
Festival Director Patricia Nicol 
explains. ‘But I’m also really 
realistic about how distracting 
modem life is to children too. Like 
us, they’re being continually drawn 
to screens.’ 

She adds: ‘I guess the hope is 
that maybe someone who was 
thinking that they’d love to write, 
might meet an author and be 
inspired rather than intimidated 
and see south east London as a 
fertile patch.’ 

Over in the borough of 
Southwark, Camberwell will 
be home to the Camberwell Arts 
Festival from 16-24 June, 
marking their 24th year. Bom out 
of an open studio event run by 
graduates from Camberwell 
College of Arts, the event is said to 
be the longest running visual arts 
festival in the UK. This year’s 
theme will be ‘All’s Well’, taken 
from the coat of arms of the 
district, which was derived from its 
history of health as a spa area. 


‘We thought it wrapped up all 
those themes quite nicely with a 
tongue-in-cheek sound,’ Chair 
Kelly O’Reilly tells me. ‘You can 
look at how great art is for your 
health as an opportunity for 
creative expression and also to 
discover work by local artists.’ 

Then 23 June will see Lee 
celebrating the Manor House 
Gardens Festival, which has free 
live music, food, craft and a funfair 
for youngsters. The month ends 
with Greenwich + Docklands 
International Festival, which takes 
place across Greenwich, Docklands 
and Tower Hamlets from 21 June 
until 7 July. 

Artistic Director and Founder 
Bradley Hemmings MBE says: 

‘One of the things that we do is 
provide free and accessible 
outdoor performances in spaces 
that are around us all of the time, 
but we may not notice. So we 
show them in a new light, in the 
best possible way.’ 

This will mean plenty of 
interesting arts events, like the ► 
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East London’s 
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stoves and 
fireplaces on show, 
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area feature 



opening show, Fly By Night , which 
will see 1,500 trained pigeons with 
LED colours fitted to their legs 
flying at dusk over Thamesmead. 

One of the main aims of the 
event is to make art as accessible 
as possible through the un-ticketed 
and open-air nature of the 
performances they put on. ‘We 
think it’s really important that the 
audience of the festival should be 
like the audience of the city we 
live in,’ Hemmings explains. ‘Very 
often when you go to a theatre or 


concert hall, you’ll see a very 
narrow cross section of the general 
public attending that and it’s not 
like that at GDIS, we work very 
hard to make the festival accessible 
to people from across the area and 
further afield.’ 

With all this going on, south 
east London will be welcoming 
more than a few culture fans over 
the course of sunny June to 
celebrate community, accessibility 
and, most importantly, to have a bit 
of fun. D

A s is so often the case 
with visionaries, when 
John and Christina 
Ellner were busily 
preparing to open their restaurant 
Joanna’s in Crystal Palace, 
everybody thought they were 
crazy. After all, this was in 1978 
when Westow Hill was home to a 
Chinese takeaway, an Indian 
restaurant and... well, that was it. 
‘Joanna’s was very much the first 
of its kind in south London,’ their 
son and current owner, William 
Ellner, takes up the story. ‘So 


much so that while they were 
setting the restaurant up people 
would pop in to see what they 
were doing and tell them they were 
mad and it would never work!’ 

Forty years later and it’s those 
people who seem crazy. The foodie 
landscape in Crystal Palace is 
completely different in 2018 - ‘It 
has become quite the dining hot 
spot with more choice and 
competition than ever,’ Ellner 
points out - but Joanna’s remains a 
staple of the area, offering high 
quality dishes, but without any 
inkling of pretension. 

But back to those halcyon days 
of 1978. ‘My parents desperately 
wanted to work for themselves and 
get out of the pub game - it was a 
very different industry back then - 
so thought a food-led business was 
the way forward,’ Ellner says. ‘My 
father loved all music from Sinatra 
to Bowie to the Stones, and so they 
wanted to create a fun and 
atmospheric environment with a 
food offering that stood out from 
the crowd. So the American theme 
took hold with a menu of burgers 
and steaks, and someone gave 
them a piano and from that the 
restaurant took its name, from 
the cockney rhyming slang for 
piano - Joanna.’ 

The concept was a huge hit, so 
much so within seven years they 
had purchased the bakery next 
door to create the two dining 
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rooms that you can see today. 
During the last four decades, much 
has happened in London and, in 
particular, the restaurant scene is 
one that goes through peaks and 
troughs, almost hand in hand with 
the general economy. We have 
seen plenty of good places come 
and go, so how 
has Joanna’s 
cracked the code 
for longevity? 

‘Good question!’ 
exclaims Ellner. 

‘I think it’s our 
ability to adapt 
and evolve with the times and the 
people of Crystal Palace, while 
retaining the atmosphere and 
warmth at the heart of the 
restaurant. 

‘Our menu has naturally moved 
on from 1978,’ he continues about 


changes that have been made. ‘The 
decor has always stood up well, 
but the artwork changes from time 
to time as and when I find pieces 
that will work. We try to never 
make big changes as that shocks 
people, and while we always 
progress and evolve, we do so in a 
manner that 
evokes a feeling 
from our 
customers that 
nothing ever 
changes... If that 
makes sense!’ 

It does and 
any regular of Joanna’s will know 
exactly what he means. I’ve visited 
plenty of times before and, on my 
recent visit, it was just like meeting 
up with an old friend. There’s a 
classiness to Joanna’s, where 
service comes first and a little ►

feeling of stepping into another 
era. Having a cocktail at their 
stunning bar is a wonderful way to 
start the evening, setting my guest 
and I up for what was to come. 

Our visit has come off the back 
of a very successful 40th 
anniversary menu, with past 
specials returning such as half rack 
of baby back ribs, chargrilled fillet 
steak and banoffee pancake. 
Tonight it’s the well established, 
and much loved, main menu that’s 
on offer. I always without fail - 
after enjoying some crackling with 
apple sauce and padron peppers to 
start - go for the pork belly 
(‘That’s always a favourite,’ agrees 
Ellner), but considering this is a 
celebratory piece, I just have to 
plump for the legendary Joanna’s 
burger. ‘That’s been with us since 
1978,’ says Ellner with more than a 
hint of pride. And little wonder: it’s 
a joyous combination of 
hamburger, smoked bacon, 


cheddar, club garnish and mayo 
that I dismantle with messy glee. 
Joanna’s is great, too, for 
vegetarians, as shown by my 
guest’s fabulous veggie Wellington 
with curly kale and buttery mash. 
The desserts here are just as 
famous and, despite being fit to 
burst, we couldn’t resist sharing 
some peanut and chocolate 
brownie sundae, and the chocolate 
fondant - because, quite clearly, 
you can never have enough 
chocolate. 

Joanna’s is a place where you 
never feel rushed, despite the fact 
it is always busy when I have 
visited. ‘We never lose sight of the 
fact that we are a neighbourhood 
eatery and terrific hospitality and 
atmosphere are paramount to our 
success,’ Ellner points out. That 
crazy idea certainly paid off 
rather handsomely. D

How to add some spice to your summer 



A lthough you can’t 

guarantee the weather for 
a picnic, you can 
certainly ensure the food 
isn’t a washout. Spicy, filling and 
very satisfying, a Jamaican beef patty 
would certainly lift my mood if the 
heavens opened. 

It’s best to make the filling the 
day before as you need the mix to be 
cold before you start assembling the 
patties. The high fat content in the 
pastry makes it deliciously short, 
flaky and very easy to work 
with. If you’re not a fan of 
lard you can replace that with 
250 grams of unsalted butter. 

I add a splash of vinegar to 
inhibit the development of 
gluten, which would make the 
pastry tough. 

To make the pastry, sift the flour, 
baking powder and curry powder into 
a large mixing bowl. Sprinkle in the 
salt then add the cold butter and lard 
and rub it into the flour mix. Once it 
resembles a fine sand stir in the water 
and vinegar. Mix lightly to form a 
dough, then wrap with clingfilm and 
refrigerate for an hour. 

Roll out the pastry to a thickness 
of 4mm. Cut around a 5-inch plate to 
give you 6 circles. Place 90g of the 
filling in the centre and brush one 
side with a beaten egg. Fold over to 
make a semi-circle and press with a 
fork to seal. Chill for 30 minutes and 
then brush with the beaten egg and 
bake at 190C for 20 minutes. 

Remove and cool on a wire rack.

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W hen Duddell’s landed in London 
Bridge at the end of last year, it 
made quite a splash among the 
critics with its delicious 
Cantonese cuisine, especially for those familiar 
with its Michelin-starred Hong Kong parent.

But it was my main 
of roasted pomegranate chicken that was a 
highlight of the meal, with its crispy skin forever 
ruining my expectations of what chicken should 
taste like. And, as my guest tucked into the 
smoky and tender Angus ribs, masterfully 
complemented with a baby peach, we knew there 
was something special about this meal. 

Before you’re swept away in the cacophony 
of flavours, don’t forget to try the unique 
cocktails. The Fah Mulan, made with Nikka from 
the barrel is a particular highlight. 

If you’re looking to impress a business client, 
treat yourself to a meal out with your partner or 
simply indulge in a distinctive cocktail, Duddell’s 
will fit the mould. But the tables are hot property, 
so get in there fast - you won’t regret it. D

Deptford artist, Jessica Childs, is now launching her first homewares collection

J essica Childs is well 

known - particularly in 
south east London - for 
her urban fashion, designs 
and illustrations, and now, much to 
the delight of many, she has created 
a beautiful and colourful 
homewares collection that she is 
selling on her online site, 
Childsdraw. Having loved drawing 
and being creative from a young 
age, Childs found a passion for 
combining graphics and illustration. 
Her talent has led her to being a 
firm part of the creative 
communities in south east London, 


offering events on her site as well 
as products. 

So how did Childs first find 
herself in Deptford? ‘I grew up in a 
small coastal town in Portsmouth, 
so was really drawn to the buzz of 
London and immediately knew I 
wanted to stay in the area on a 
more permanent basis. I love south 
east London, it’s a total melting pot 
of people and diverse cultures,’ she 
says. ‘Compared to where I grew 
up it’s a total sensory overload and 
has been a huge source of 
inspiration for my work. I opened 
my Childsdraw shop in Deptford in 


2016, so even though my new shop 
is in Peckham that is very much 
where I feel my artistic roots are.’ 

Childs tells me that, although 
having launched this new 
collection, she is an illustrator first 
and foremost. ‘Drawing has always 
been my biggest passion and it’s 
enabled me to explore a variety of 
different avenues,’ says Childs. 

‘My style combines traditional 
drawing with digital design and I 
like to print onto a variety of 
materials including prints, clothes 
and ceramics - and always in 
limited collections.’ 
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It allows her to get out and about 
too, something that is fortunate 
considering how much she loves her 
local area. ‘My creative process is 
going out with my own camera, 
taking pictures of whatever strikes 
me, and using these as a reference 
and going from there deciding what 
I can create from them,’ she says. ‘I 
like to walk around, or sometimes 
I’ll sit and sketch.’ 

I wonder how she moved on from 
being an artist to launching a 
homewares collection. ‘My work is 
inspired by my urban surroundings 
and the vibrant communities of 
London. A lot of illustrators design 
from their head, whereas for me 1 
very much love and need a subject, 
be that an area, a building or 
people,’ Childs tells me. 

‘When Pocket Living launched 
their development in Deptford, 
Arklow Road SE14, they 
approached me to create a limited- 
edition homewares collection that 
celebrated the local area and the 
community its new residents would 
be joining.’ For Childs, then, this 
was a prime opportunity to combine 
her artistic talent with her love for 
the local and surrounding 
communities. ‘I love depicting 
aspects of London communities and 
celebrating the everyday life, which 
is often overlooked and under- 
appreciated. I love that it is 
something that I am able to shine a 
light on with my work. I like to 
make people feel proud of who they 
are and where they come from,’ 
she says. 

‘As part of the Arklow Road 


SE14 collaboration, Pocket Living 
offered a donation to a local 
charity of my choice. I chose the 
Martha Phoenix Trust, a Deptford 
based charity that works with 
young vulnerable women. I love 
that my work has enabled me to 
support causes that are important 
to me, there’s nothing better really.’ 

So what can people expect from 
the new range of products? ‘The 
collection includes a print, a tray, a 
mug and two cushion designs and 
features my signature styles, 
including palm trees and local 
buildings, along with original 
inspiration taken from the Arklow 
Road SE14 building,’ she says. ‘As 
well as reflecting the vibrancy of 
Deptford, I wanted the collection 
to appeal to young Londoners and 
the type of people that Pocket 
Living make their homes for.’ 

Although inspired by many 
different people 
and things, a 
main source of 
inspiration for 
Childs is 
Grayson Perry. 

‘He has always 
been a favourite of mine. He is 
often inspired by people and social 
issues just like myself,’ Childs 
says. ‘Starting out as a potter, he 
realised his loose satirical style 
worked well across a variety of 
mediums, not just confining his 
work to one. I also love how he 
plays with gender norms within his 
own appearance.’ 

It’s lovely to hear from Childs 
that south east London has a good 



DIY culture, something that isn’t 
necessarily well known to all. ‘The 
DIY space for London is a pioneer 
for this,’ says Childs. ‘It includes a 
print collective, free meeting spaces 
for non profits organisations, as well 
as rehearsal rooms and events ran by 
volunteers and members. These 

members volunteer 
time to run the 
space and all 
money raised goes 
back into the 
venue. They’ve 
helped raise 
money for local and international 
causes as well as providing a 
priority safe space for QTIPOC.’ 

I feel like you can come away 
from a chat with Childs and not only 
feel very inspired by and proud of 
the local area, but also feel really in 
the know about new openings, 
designers and places to see. I 
wonder where her favourite design 
shops are in the area. ‘South east 
London is a very creative area of 
London,’ she says. ‘One of the few 
places in south east London where 
you can still find a hub of local 
independent designer shops is 
Holdrons Arcade where I’ve just 
moved the Childsdraw store. There’s 
Tens studio who design and make 
unisex shirts and trousers, and Done 
who design screen printed t-shirts.’ 

Fancy something to brighten up 
your home this summer?

Studio BAM had to reconfigure and

W hen Studio BAM 

took on a brief from 
Julia Jude and her 
daughter Elyse to 
design a new build in their garden, 
they were presented with a bit of a 
challenge. With the access at the 
front being about 1.8m wide the 
team had to figure out how to get a 
front door and staircase side by 
side in the bottle neck. 

But it wasn’t that Julia and 
Elyse were short of space: beyond 
the entrance the site opened out to 
seven metres, giving the team 
more width to play with than your 
average house. As Tom Borowiecki 
explains, it was simply that the pair 
lived on a comer that wasn’t a 
right angle. ‘The triangular site is a 
quirk of the historic Victorian 
street layout,’ he explains. 

Borowiecki and his co-owner of 
BAM Rocky Marchant decided to 
embrace the triangle coming up 
with a structure centered on an 
internal triangular courtyard. 
‘Courtyard gardens are wonderful 
things,’ Borowiecki tells me. 

‘Really the whole design hinged 
on the courtyard garden because 
it’s a triangular plot, but by making 
a triangular hole in the middle you 
can then have a series of 
rectangular rooms and rectangular 
rooms are a much more efficient 
use of space. There’s a reason 
virtually every room is rectangular. 
Humans are four sided objects 
fundamentally and furniture is 
square by and large, so if you are 
on a constrained site rectangular 
rooms are much more useful.’ 

Having worked around the 
complicated end of terrace plot 
dictated to them 
by Victorian 
building design, 

Borowiecki and 
Marchant were 
careful not to let 
their new build 
imitate its historic 
neighbour. 

‘There’s a real danger with 
pastiche in design,’ Borowiecki 
explains. ‘Generally things can 
look like they lack confidence.’ 

In fact, he is adamant that 
buildings are of their time and 
should look that way. ‘Something 


built today should look like it was 
built today and that’s how the 
Victorians built and the Georgians 
before them all built in their 
distinct styles that we have come 
to appreciate for their unique 
qualities,’ he says. ‘It’s a real dead 
end in modem building pretending 
to be Victorian or Georgian. It just 
belies a lack of confidence.’ 

To avoid this pastiche and the 
resulting dead end that Borowiecki 
describes, the studio use a rule of 
thumb. ‘If you’re proposing 
something in new materials you 
should be sympathetic in physical 
form and visa versa,’ Borowiecki 
explains. In practice, he explains, 
this means that if you were 
designing something really 
structurally wacky you could use 
Victorian materials without it 
looking like a bad imitation of an 
established style. 

In this case Borowiecki and 
Marchant did it the other way 
around. They used modern 
materials to support a structural 
design that paid homage to the 
Victorian host property on the site. 

‘The proportion of the front 
elevation is based on the bay 
windows that run up Lutwych 
Road and by mimicking that 
rhythm down the street and going 
for a material that acts as a counter 
point to the Victorian it dips its hat 
to its neighours without looking 
like its mimicking them,’ he says. 

The team also contrasted the 
internal and external appearance of 
the house with the ‘austere’ and 
‘mysterious’ external fagade 
opening up to a much more muted 
internal palette of white wash 
timber and 
things with 
inherent texture 
to create a 
relaxing space. 
But even with 
the tricky spatial 
issues of the plot 
having been figured out, there were 
still a few challenges along the 
way. Several big trees along the 
boundary of the plot and a Thames 
Water sewer meant the ground 
works proved to be a bit of a 
challenge, but having done their 
design work thoroughly meant it

wasn’t a challenge they could 
not overcome. 

Thorough design work and a 
good relationship between 
Borowiecki, Marchant and Julia 
and Elyse were the two keys to 
the new build’s success. ‘The 
clients were really open-minded, 
which was really refreshing,’ 
Borowiecki explains. ‘The 
quality of the relationship 
between the design team and the 
client is really key to getting 
anything that performs as well 
as you want. They were up for 
most of the things we suggested, 
and were open minded and 
cultured people.’ 

And Borowiecki is frank in 
admitting they were lucky Julia 
and Elyse decided to take a punt 
on a studio as young as Studio 
BAM were in 2014 when they 
hired them for the project. 

‘We were quite lucky that 
they trusted us really, a 
relatively inexperienced 
practice. They went with us 
on a hunch I think.’ 

Borowiecki also thinks of 
Studio BAM’s luck that they’ve 
been able to take on so many 
new build projects, which can 
sometimes be a rarity for 
architects in London’s dense 
housing market. Right now, the 
team are working on an exciting 
project for a local youth charity 
who have a campus in Nunhead. 
There the studio are helping turn 
spare land on the campus into a 
small block of flats and a new 
build house that the charity will 
rent out to give them a rolling 
endowment. 

And no doubt, as with their 
previous project, the studio will 
be keen to work closely with 
their clients to really get to the 
bottom of what they want from 
the project. As Borowiecki 
explains: ‘We really interrogate 
briefs because clients come to 
you with what they think they 
want and you kind of interpret 
that and ask questions. It’s an 
ongoing relationship, but it is 
ultimately theirs and it should 
reflect their desires.’ Q

Inside the new Greenwich lifestyle store founded by two men 
intent on following and chasing their dreams

W hen Scott Blumsom and his business 
partner Driss Ziani bought a VR 
campervan, their dream was to travel 
the world running their interiors 
business, Tailor and Forge, from the back of the van in 
whichever city they set up camp. But the ‘grand 
dream’, as Blumsom describes it, has hit a bit of a 


hitch since their online site became a bricks and 
mortar reality with the opening of their premises in 
Greenwich Market back in February. 

The pair, who had always worked in design and 
interiors, felt they needed to give customers the 
chance to see their products in the flesh and so they 
set up a small pop-up next to the market last 
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interview 


November. Five months later they’re getting settled 
into their permanent premises while the VR is firmly 
parked up on the drive. 

Tailor and Forge offers customers ‘curated’ 
interiors. This means Blumsom and Ziani spend a lot 
of time researching the main trends across fashion and 
interior design before taking their own interpretations 
of those trends to designers and makers to see how 
they can replicate them in store. They cover a range of 
categories from body and bath to homeware and the 
store aims to be a destination shop where customers 
can get everything they need for their home. 

This level of curation requires Blumsom and Ziani 
to be constantly on top of industry reports and what 
the big fashion houses are up to as well as what is 
taking off on social media. They also work closely 
with suppliers to ensure their products are ethically 
made and sourced and a number of their products are 
organic or vegan. 

As Blumsom explains: ‘We think it is really 
important that quality and sustainability is part of our 
product as far as we can get it and it’s ethically 
sourced because then it’s fairer to the communities 
that it’s being purchased from. Also there is a market 
need for that - consumers expect that as a standard 
and rightly so.’ 

With the store continually changing in both layout 
and stock, Blumsom and Ziani are also keen to get 
feedback from customers and incorporate that into 
their decision making. ‘We’re very open to customer 
ideas as well so we’ve had a few people come in and 
say “oh do you stock this?” or “can you order that?” 
and the answer usually is yes.’ 

With the pair carefully selecting each piece in the 
store’s collection do they ever disagree? Yes, is the 
short answer. As Blumsom jokingly tells me: 
‘Ironically I’m usually the one that says we’re not 
buying that, but Driss will usually win the argument 
and nine times out of ten it’ll go very quickly and he 




does the whole “I told you so” thing.’ 

But on a serious note he explains: ‘We just 
compromise, meet in the middle, rather than going 
crazy and ordering 100 of something.’ At the moment, 
Ziani is loving their selection of mini pineapple stems, 
which are made from real pineapple. ‘They’re the 
cutest thing,’ he tells me. 

So with the world - and a campervan - at their feet 
what made them choose Greenwich for their first 
physical store? ‘It’s obviously a world heritage site 
and there’s a big tourist industry and a strong local 
community,’ Blumsom explains, ‘but for us we were 
really keen to find a location that had a proper village 
community feel, which has a genuine vibe.’ 

He goes on to gush about how ‘fab’ Greenwich 
Market is. ‘It’s a very different market to many others 
in London,’ he says. ‘Borough Market is known for its 
food and wine, Spitalfields is a bit more eclectic but 
borderline very trendy, whereas Greenwich has 
retained its roots, it’s very arts and designer-maker led 
and also it has a fantastic food market so it has a big 
draw both in London and internationally.’ 

So with that VR still parked up waiting to be taken 
for a spin, do the pair have future plans? ‘It’s going to 
really contradict my dream story at the start,’ 
Blumsom begins, ‘but we would like to get a second 
store.’ It looks like that VR could be staying put for a 
bit longer then. 

In fact, Blumsom and Ziani are looking at 
Hampstead for their next opening. ‘It’s got the same 
vibe,’ he explains. ‘You feel like you’re not in London 
when you’re there. You’ve got the history and the 
prestige of it, but also that real community vibe which 
for us is what we’re all about. We love meeting new 
people and getting involved in the local community.’ 

Still, as Blumsom explains, he’s young and there’s 
still time to use that campervan yet. D

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S itting on my private 
terrace in Provence, 
looking over the Mount 
Ventoux, rolling 
vineyards and olive groves, I 
couldn’t help but feel inspired by 
the landscape and feeling of 
tranquillity it eludes. It is obvious 
why so many painters, artists and 
novelists have all been bewitched 
by the region over the years. 
Situated in the south east of 



France, Provence is known for its 
lavender, wine and sun, and as we 
headed an hour north of Marseille 
Airport to the small commune of 
Crillon le Brave, it’s clear it has 
this in abundance. 

Our drive led us up to the hilly 
village, which can trace its history 
right back to the Roman era. 
Despite suffering decline in the 
world wars, since the 1970s the 
area has been built up and placed 
back on the map, thanks in no 
small part to the hilltop escape of 
Hotel Crillon le Brave. 

The luxurious hotel has taken 
over a number of houses in the 
commune since 1989, refurbishing, 
redesigning and injecting some 
luxury into them. Now, made up of 
36 rooms in eight buildings, most 
of which used to be family homes, 
the hotel is truly at the heart of 
the village. 

And that heart lives on in the 
buildings. My room in Maison 


Soudain, named after the village 
painter Marc Soudain, was slightly 
tucked away from the rest of the 
hotel. Designed to retain the 
history of its features, the ‘room’ 
was actually split over three with a 
living room full of cultural books 
and antique plates, a beautiful 
modem bathroom with a 
freestanding bath, and a double 
bedroom, containing one of the 
most comfortable beds I have ever 
laid my head on. 

But, as I alluded to earlier, the 
piece de resistance was the small 
private terrace where you could 
look over the whole region. And 
waking up each morning to such a 
sight seems well worth an 
investment in a mountain-view. 

Part of the charm of the hotel 
being built around the existing 
village structure is how 
quintessential^ in keeping with 
village life it feels, which we 
indulged in as we played a game of 
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stable, it offers a selection of rustic 
rooms with heated massage beds 
where I was lucky enough to 
sample one of the newest 
treatments of a bespoke massage. 

The food during our stay was 
absolutely glorious. On our first 
night we were treated to the fare 
from the Bistrot 40K, where all the 
ingredients are sourced from within 
40 kilometres of Crillon le Brave. 
On the final night we tasted the 
upmarket dining option of 
Restaurant Jerome Blanchet, with a 
Menu de Saison of starter, main, 
cheese and dessert, which is hard to 
pick a favourite from (although as 
a self-confessed cheese-o-holic, 
choosing a selection from a tray 
as big as our table was a 
memorable moment). 

Of course, when you think of 
Provence, you’d be lying if you 
weren’t thinking about wine (or is 
that just me?). The staff at the hotel 
really know their vin so you’d do 
well to take advantage of the 
fantastic wine tasting class with the 
knowledgeable Benoit, who is full 
of stories behind the beverages. 

If what you’re itching 
I n for is to explore the 


petanque into the 
balmy twilight 
hours of our first 
night. While my 
team was robbed of 
our initial winning 
streak (I’m still not 
ready to talk about it), wiling 
away the hours enjoying a cold 
glass of Pastis, you can feel any 
residual stress of the week 
streaming off you. 

Another of the many things that 
the region is most famous for is its 
cycling routes, notably the steep 
climb of Mount Ventoux, which is 
notorious amongst Tour de France 
enthusiasts. I must admit we didn’t 
attempt the mountainous climb 
during our short stay, but our cycle 
to the nearby quarry for a picnic 
did lead to some shaky legs. 

And the physical activity makes 
a great excuse to sample the hotel’s 
luxurious spa treatments at the Spa 
des Ecuries. Set up in a former

W ith the yellow 
jersey of July’s 
Tour de France just 
about in sight, the 
frequency of fluorescent Lycra and 
helmet hair has become a more 
common sight on the morning 
commute. But while many are 
hopping on their bikes this 
summer, the prospect of cycling in 
the capital remains a daunting one 
for many people. 

Tour de Penge, France’s only 
slightly less glamorous south east 
London equivalent, is one of the 
few events that truly aims to 
help people discover the joys 
of cycling. 

Run by Penge Cycle Club, the 
16 mile ride from Penge into 


Greenwich (and back again) is a 
wonderful family-friendly event. 
As they reach their 12th year, the 
club is encouraging young and old 
to join in the free cycle ride on 
Sunday 10 June. 

‘It’s a great event for giving 
people an insight into cycling 
because the whole event is 
marshalled and each group of 
riders has a ride leader with them 
so people can’t get lost and there’s 
never been a problem with 
accidents,’ one of the organisers 
Conor Crossinggum tells me. ‘It’s 
always been very safe, friendly 
and it’s been a great event.’ 

One of the most accessible 
parts of the event is that the 
majority of it takes place on a

cycle path, which is a 
good way to ease into 
cycling. Starting from the 
local recreational ground in 
Penge, groups cycle through 
Cator Park and then down to 
the Waterlink Way cycle path, 
which leads all the way to 
Greenwich. And once you make 
it to the end, there’s a barbeque 
waiting back in Penge for some 
well-deserved burgers, drinks and 
hot dogs. 

‘Tour de Penge isn’t really 
about getting from A to B 
quickly,’ Crossinggum explains. 
‘It’s just a leisurely cycle ride. It’s 
about a social event, it’s about 
enjoying cycling.’ 

And, in previous years, a 
number of those taking part have 
gone on to join the over 400 adult 
and youth members of the Penge 
Cycle Club. 

The club meets on Sunday 
mornings for different levels to go 
on routes off into Kent and Surrey, 
while the junior equivalent 
‘Go-Ride’ scheme takes place at 
the local Alexandra Junior School 
to help children learn to cycle. 

The club itself really aims to be an 
inclusive and open club for 
anybody wanting to get involved. 

Crossinggum explains: ‘We’re 
not setting ourselves up as better 
than any other club, but we do 
pride ourselves on being inclusive 
and we don’t expect anybody to 
ride a certain bike - people can 
ride any bike they wish as long as 
it’s road worthy and they’ve got 


lights and they follow the highway 
code.’ Although, he does admit 
that when you get the cycling bug, 
it’s a common sight for people to 
end up getting a bit addicted to 
buying better and lighter bikes. 

Given that the event also part 
of the Penge Festival, which runs 
from June 2-24, Tour de Penge 
has a great community feel. This 
ethos is apparent through the 
efforts that the club goes to in 
order to raise money for charity 
by selling t-shirts and holding a 
raffle. This year they are 
supporting Wheels for Wellbeing, 
which is a charity that helps 
disabled people of all ages enjoy

the benefits of cycling at Ladywell 
Day Centre, among other locations 
across south London. 

As a family event, the club also 
really hopes to get more and more 
young people involved in cycling 
through the Tour de Penge, with 
previous years seeing children as 
young as five on the route. ‘The 
event really is a family-oriented 
event [but] it’s not just families 
who go in for it, we get school 
pupils and people that haven’t 
cycled for a long time coming 
along to it,’ Crossinggum says.

‘It makes them more active and 
makes them more social,’ he adds. 
‘I’ve got nephews and nieces and 
I find they spend a lot of time on 
computer games. You’ve got 
youngsters who are going out and 
doing some exercise and doing 
some sport and hopefully that will 
instil in them the benefits of doing 
sport for their health and also their 
wellbeing as well. 

‘If you’re training for an event 
or you are just cycling to work,’ 
he continues, ‘it’s a really good 
way of relaxing as well [and] 
taking your mind off of other 
stresses.’ 

So while you might not 
consider yourself the next Chris 
Froome, you never know whether 
this year’s Tour de Penge could be 
your first step to on the journey to 
the Tour de France. 

Or at the very least, it’s a great 
excuse for a barbeque... D

Exciting developments in and out of the classroom 



Bromley High School GDST were very lucky 
recently to have a return visit from successful 
TV historian and Curator of the Royal Palaces 
Lucy Worsley, who came to talk to Year 7 about 
the heroine of her new YA novel, Lady Mary. 
The daughter of Henry VIII and his first wife, 
Catherine of Aragon, Mary’s fortunes change 
dramatically when her father divorces her 
mother. The girls were engaged in an 
interactive Tudor history lesson, which included 
some of them acting out scenes from Mary’s 
life, including costumes and props. Although 
often overlooked by modem historians, Mary 
showed a dignity and courage in holding on to 
her beliefs that inspired her sister, the future 
Elizabeth I. Worsley was a delightful guest who 
once again got students thinking about 
historical issues whilst having a lot of fun. A 
group of Year 12 history students also sat in on 
the talk. 

Playing the roles of Anne, Mary, Catherine 
of Aragon and various servants, the students 
gleefully re-enacted a fraught period in the 
1530s when Anne engaged in an increasingly 
vicious battle of wills with the teenage Mary, 


insisting that Lady Mary recognise her daughter 
Elizabeth as the new heir to the throne. Little 
did the students know they were delving deep 
into the interplay of early Tudor personalities, 
power and religious strife. 

This focus on the role of women underpins 
the school’s ‘Girls First’ approach to the study 
of history, celebrating women’s achievements 
and giving voice to the neglected. They recently 
hosted a day-long series of workshops by 
female academics from the University of Kent, 
focusing specifically on the topic of Women’s 
History. The Junior History Club have since 
worked alongside their Sixth Formers in 
February to produce striking banners in the 
style of the WSPU and NUWSS for their 
centenary procession, marching through the 
school to celebrate 100 years since women won 
the vote. This was the culmination of a week of 
activities, starting with the History Department 
re-enacting the fight for women’s suffrage in 
their Monday assembly.

TIPPING THE 
SCALES 

You succeed or fail one small step at a time

I was speaking to a personal 
trainer in my gym the other 
day and asked him why it was 
that some people there were 
more successful than others at 
getting in shape and staying that 
way. He laughed and said it was a 
great question. He then asked me 
to visualise two ladies he recently 
dealt with; both of whom wanted 
to lose weight and get in shape. 

Amanda is unhappy with her 
weight and wants to do something 
about it. She isn’t quite sure what, 
but thinks the first step would be to 
join the local gym, which she does. 
She starts quite well. Some weeks, 
she is in up to four times a week; 
other weeks are more difficult. 
Amanda has no real plan, but has 
good intentions and has good 
weeks and bad and kind of 
bumbles along; not really sure 
what she wants apart from to ‘get 
in shape’. Halfway through the 
year, she looks at herself and 
realises that it’s not working. Six 
months of training and no tangible 
results. Depressing! She more or 
less gives up; trying other methods 
like new fad diets; starving herself, 
bingeing, getting depressed about 
the whole thing and only turning 
up to the gym sporadically. At the 
end of the year, she weighs slightly 
more than the year before, and 
decides that her new year’s 
resolution must be to get in shape. 

Caroline wants to get in shape. 
She is determined to meet her goal 
and has decided that she needs 
help. She therefore engages a 
personal trainer who helps her 
establish a plan. They decide 
jointly that her goal should be to 



reduce the amount of extra body 
fat she is carrying. Instead of 
simply trying to lose weight, she 
will try to cut her body fat level 
from 30% to 20% by the end of the 
year. This would take a 
combination of a high protein diet 
with fewer carbs, no sugar and a 
combination of cardio and weights 
four times a week, regularly 
measuring her body fat level. She 
is warned of a rocky road ahead, 
with disappointing days and some 
poor results, but asked to focus on 
her long term goal. She breaks her 
plan down into a daily routine with 
rewards at the end of each 
successful day. Because Caroline 
has paid for her sessions with her 
personal trainer, it focusses her 
mind. The sessions are gruelling to 
start with but as she gets fitter, they 
become easier until she starts 
enjoying her training. 

As you would guess, Caroline 
smashes her target, wows her 
friends and family, goes on to 


become an inspiration to others 
and lives happily ever after. 
Admittedly, Caroline got the 
results she wanted because she 
worked a lot harder than Amanda. 
More importantly, however, there 
was a critical difference between 
the two approaches. Caroline had a 
plan. Her plan was SMART - you 
may have come across this 
acronym before. 

S - specific, significant, 
stretching; 

M - measurable, meaningful, 
motivational; 

A - agreed upon, attainable, 
achievable, acceptable, action- 
oriented; 

R - realistic, relevant, 
reasonable, rewarding, results- 
oriented; 

T - time-based, timely, tangible, 
trackable. 

For me, however, the most 
important detail was that she broke 
it down into a daily routine, and 
rewarded herself for each day that 
was successful. We often set 
ourselves daunting long-term goals 
such as ‘I’d like to have enough 
money to retire at 55’. That is a 
daunting task. With the help of a 
financial adviser, you could break 
the goal down into a monthly 
amount you’d need to save. Much 
less daunting, more doable and 
more motivational. You succeed or 
fail one small step at a time. D
